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Preface 

This edition of the Jaijadvtjayacehandas "with coci- 
mentary in its Jonger recejision, along with the same in 
a shorter recension with commentary and the tiro texts 
without commentaries, is based on four manuscripts in 
the Anup Snnstrit Library, Bikaner. The main portion 
of this edition along with the three Appendices have each 
a separate manuscript correspondingly. The details 
about the four manuscripts are given below. 

1. Jagadvijayacchands, long, with comisentary; 
Thi^ manuscript is about 11 inches long and 4 inches 
wide. There are 43 leaves. On the first page of the 
first sheet, there is written in bold letters II «ft?rgT3rr + 
+ 11 U The letter ci is omitted after 

tfhrgt 5 the letter :j^is worm*€aten completely; the next 
letter tr is slightly damaged, but can be made out. The 
letters are nearly | inch in height;. There are thick 
double strokes at the beginning and at the end and also 
between the two words. To the left of this, slightly 
moved to the top of the page, there is written in a slant- 
ing line, the figure 622 in Arabic numerals by a modem 
hand. Evidently this must be the number .assigned for 
preparing a list at some recent time. Just below the 
Title of the work there is a big hole, the damage having 
been produced by white ants. ' This is about an inch 
wide and an inch and n half long on the first sheet. It 
becomes smaller and fiihaller in the subsequent sheets. 
The first four sheets have been affected in this way. 
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a double line both on the left and on the right sides of 
the writing. On the second page of each sheet, there is 
written on the top of the left margin at. with the 
sheet number below. On the same pages there is writ- 
ten on the bottom of the right margin tUT with the sheet 
number below it. The corrections ore carried out in the 
margins. Thus if a word is to be inserted, there is a v 
mark above a certain letter where the insertion is to 
come, and the letter to be inserted, written in the margin 
with the number of the line from that margin, after 
the letter. Sometimes the line number is not given. In 
some cases the insertion is made on the side margin 
against the line in which the insertion is to be made. 

The page numbering proceeds till the second page 
of the 42nd sheet, and in the next one, which is the last, 
the page numbering is given on the first page. The text 
ends on the first line here. On the second page of this 
sheet, there is written in the same bold letters as on the 
first page of the first sheet || II 

ll and below this is written in small letters 
700. Above the Title there is written 740. This 
must be an earlier number for the manuscript. On the 
left side, a little to the top there is again the number 
622 in Arabic numerals in modern hands in a slanting 
line. 

The Text portion is written as divided into sections, 
and the commentary follows for that section. Then the 
next section of the text is given. But the numbering 
is given for each rhyming unit. These numbers are 
separately given for each part having a separate rhyme. 
Thus section 119 on P. 18 is given as: 17 

18 and its commentary follows. If a section 



ends in the middle of a rhyming unit, tlien the^ number 
is given only at the end of the rhyming nnit in the nc.tl 
section. Thus ihe .sections 192 and 193 are given as:

There are 
very tew corrections on the nuirgin**, and even in editing 
the text there Wis not much need to corijecture readings 
on account of any defect in the raanitscript. 

The first thirteen ehects end with %stR^at» vrlncii is 
in section 136, and the final letter appears in the next 
sheet But there is epjice for «t Jefist t«vo lines more on 
this j*nge. The handwriting also changes in the next 
hlicet. Quite on the top of the left margin of the second 
pages, above tiie letters and the sheet numbering, there 
are written in the next four slieeU wf, ;?} JT, each 
letter being jn a separate sheet. The second page of 
the Isth sheet closes with in section 218. 

Tliere is still space in tlie last line for about eight letters 
and this space is filled, with full stop marks which appear 
likes.

In printing the text with the commen* 
tjiry, I had to join up the rhyming units into a single 
section in many cases and in some cases, the rhyming 
units had to be broken up between two sections. In 
the edition with the commentary, T cannot ignore the 
meuiing, -In order to enable the readers to under- 
6t!md the rhyming, I have given the two texts separa- 
tely as Appendices II and Jll, giving each rhyming 
unit in r. separate line. The text as found in the man. 
u'seript with the commentary is slightly different from 
the text ns found in the manuscript with the text alone. 
In Appendi.x 11, 1 ha%e given the text exactly as it is 
printed along with the commentary, and the variants

thanks to all the younger scholars who have helped me 
in bringing out this edition. Mr. Madhava Krishna 
Surma hud to arrange the nuinuscripts in the Libiary in 
the final form and also to prepare and pass through the 
Press, the catalogue of the Library.

Mahakuvi Vallathol, the eminent scholar iind poet of 
Malabar, who has won international reputation by his 
work in reviving the ancient art of dancing in Mal.ibar, 
Was, in Bikaner in .S^tember of this year. He bad al- 
ready seen the woik in parts when 1 met him in Malabar, 
before it was taken up for edition, nnd he appieciated 
the beaut\ of the poem very much. He encouraged me 
in L-iking up tlie work of editing it. At the time he 
visited Bikaner, the text portion had been ptintecl, I 
am. deeply iirdebted to him for the encouniging Foreword 
in Sanskrit which he baa contributed. 
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When I discovered the Wfk in* the' Aiiup '^anskVu 
Library in the beginning o! 1940, 1 showed it to Migor 
K. M. Panibknr, the Prime Minister of Bikaner. He. 
appreciated the work very much. His only fear was 
that it may be difficult to prepare a satisfactory edition. 
After I examined the manuscript I assured him that 
there would be no particular difficulty in the matter, and 
he eanctioned the inclusion of this work in the Series is 
soon as the Series was tnaagnrated. 1 had to consult 
him on various details, and with his usual courtesy, lie 
always encouraged me with his advice and guidance in 
nlj matters. At the tsme the work was taken op by me 
he was the Foreign and Poliiictl Minister in Bikaner, 
and he had also ihe Portfolios of Education and Publlo 
Health under lilm. Thus he was in direct charge of the 
nSnirs of the Library, nod he continues to be so even as 
Prime Minister. His scholarship, his critical insight, 
his eye for details and bis thorough grn^tp of fondamen* 
tals contributed much to the mpid progress of the Lib* 
rary. If I have been of any service to the Library, I 
owe it entirely to the kindness of Major Panikkar. ' It 
is not possible for me to find adequate words to express 
my gratitude to him for his constant encouragement In 
my work. . 

I must also record here roy gratitude to tlie^Univer- 
eity of Madras for permitting me to undertake this 
edition and to include it in the Series inaugurated by the 
Government of His Highness the Mubamja of Bikaner. 

The au'hor of the work was a great scholar and poet 
of the seventeenth century; he was patronised by the 
Moghul Emperors, Jahan Ghir ani Shah Jahan, and - 
also by Maharaja Anup Sin<'hji of Bikaner, Theautlior 
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must have written the work for dedication to his royal 
patron; the shorter text was written in .preise of tlic 
.royal patron. It is a great privilege tor a humble 
student' three centuries later, to edit the wmk under the 
patronage of Eis Highness the Maharaja of Bikaner, 
who coatinuee the tradition of his anscestors by .patio- 
nlsiiie Letters, Art and Schoiarship. Works of this 
,8orc show the exalted position which scholarly pursuits 
.occupied in the tute in andent times. While econo- 
mic progress may entible the people to command the 
.means of subsistence and while political progress may 
aSord the security, it is cultural progress tlmt makes life 
worthliving Without cultural progress, life of man 
degenerates Into a mere existence, not different from 
that of beasts. It is my belief that this humble contri- 
bution of mine will add something to the nobility In life 
of the people in the State, which is the constant nlm'of 
Bis Highness and also of the people of modem times, 
by giving them something that produces joy, I dedicate 
this work to His Highness as a loyal tribute for all the 
kindness which he has shown to me personally and for 
all the patronage he has bestowed on tlie Anup Sanskrit 
library and its undertakings.

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INTRODUCTION 

In 1935, the JIadra% University undertook the pre* 
p^J^^tion of a “ New Catalogs Catalogornm ” of Sans- 
krit and Sanakrltlc mannscripts, making the Catalogus 
Gitalogoram of Tfa. Anfrecht up-to-date. Three yesirs 
after that, during wiiich period some preliminary work 
was done, C was made the editor of the work and was 
put in charge of executing that difficult task. As a part 
of the work, I had to go to various manuscripts Libra- 
ries in India and to arrange for the preparation of com- 
plete and reliable catalogues. 

Jfajor K. jr. Panikkar became the Foreign and Poli- 
tical Minister in Bikaner in 1939 and he was in charge 
of the portfolio of Education and Public Health as well 
in the St'ite; as such, he was in direct charge of the rich 
collection of manuscripts preserved in the Bikaner Fort. 
He is a great scholar and poet, besides being a great 
administrator, j>olitician, historian nnd author. As soon 
as he came to Bikaner, he took steps to put the Library in 
proper order. Knowing that I bad to prepare the 
"New Catalogus Catalogorum" of b’lmskrit and Sans- 
kritic manuscripts, undertaken by the Madras Univer- 
fiity, he invited me to visit Bibmer and org.'uiise the 
Library there, which had been constituted aa Anup 
Sanskrit Library, after ilaharuja Anup Singhji who 
collected the major part of the luanuEcriptB. During 
my £rst vifeit, which was for fess than a month m f eh- 
raary-Slarcb, 1940 and mj second visit in May-June 
1942, whirii was for nearly mx weeks, I had to handle 
more than ten thousand volamcs. My prhne tank was . 
to arrange the znanoscripts c^riSed on a subject, bdiif, . 
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to identlEy the name oE the work and oE the author and 
to note them j this was preliminary to preparing a list. 
During this first examination it was nnt possible for me 
to select rare and valuable manuscripts. Yet even dur- 
ing such a casual examination 1 was ahle to notice a large 
number of works in Sanskiit, not known till now. I 
found that the collection was very rich in Classical 
Sanskrit, Alamkara, Sangita and Dharma Sastra. ’ The 
four manuscripts that have been utilised in tins edition 
were some of the few that attracted my attention even 
daring my first visit. 

The name of Maharaja Anup Singhji appearing as 
owner on the cover sheet, the peculiar form of the poem 
and the name Jagadvtjayaechandas attracted my atten- 
tion. I brought the manuscripts to the notice of Major 
K. M. Panikkar and he too was very much interested in 
the work. 

About that time 1 had noticed the manuscript of a 
letter in Sanskrit written by Dara Shukoh, son of Shah 
Jahati, and addressed to one Nrisimha Goswamin. It is 
not exactly a letter; it is rather an address of greeting. 
It was written in an extremely artificial style. With 
considerable difficulty I was able to prepare a readable 
presentation of the letter £or publication. It appeared 
in the Adyar Library Bulletin, with notes and an Eng- 
lish version and it was later issued as a pamphlet from 
that Library, I was deeply interested in that form of 
literature. My interest was all the more when such 
literature was found to have flourished under the Muslim 
emperors. ■■ 

When I discovered the four manuscripts in the 
Anup Sanskrit Library and when I examined them, I 
was able to detect some Eauuly resemblance between the 
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letter of Dara Shukoh which I had already examined, 
and publiahed partially, and this work. Dam’s letter 
was in prose. This is metiicil in form. In all other 
details there is considerable resemblance. Maharaja 
Anup Singhji was the owner of these manuscripts. The 
name o£ Kavindracharya appeared in the manuscript of 
the shorter poem with commentary. It struck me that 
the poem is by Kavindracharya. 

“ Jfltfadvijaya ” is not an ordinary name. No Hindu 
king is known to have assumed such a Title. When I 
thought of Kavindracharya, my mind n.'itujally turned 
to the name Shah .Inhan as the King to whom this shor- 
ter poem is dedicated. But ‘‘Shah Jnban” is “the 
ruler of the world” and (he mime that fits in with 
“ Jagad Vijaya” is “ Jahan Ghir”. 1 started with the 
presumption, rather the hypothesis, that “ Jngndvijaya” 
referred Co some king. Since the longer poem is io 
praise of Siva, [ also thought that tlie poem might have 
been composed to celebrate the victories of Sbivnji, 
Another hypothesis which I had was that perhaps the 
poem was written in praise of Maharaja Anup Singhji 
himself, in so far he was recognised at that time as the 
Defender of Hindu Faith. There is no evidence of any 
connection between Kavindracharya and Shivaji, and my 
mind was wavering between Jahan Ghir and Jfaliaraja 
Anup Singhji. The general trend of the poem shows 
that it was dedicated to and was written in praise of a 
Hindu King. Worshipping Sri Kama and performing 
Yagas are not quite approprate in the case of a Muslim 
ruler, however tolerant he might have been, whatever 
patronage he might have bestowed on Hindn literatures 
and Hindu arts. Thus I was inclined to surmise that 
the poem referred to Maharaja Anup Singhji. 
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Bnt I could not ignore the other eld'e. iVhy did'the' 
poet select such a strange name for his poem, like 
Jagadvijiiyacchandss?” ‘^Jngadrijaya ” 1# not a tvell 
known epithet of Hindu kings. The name is not seen 
either in undent epics or in later •literature. He must 
have had some special reason for selectifig such a Title, 
for the poem, and the most probable ground .must have 
been th.at “ Jagadvijuja” is the Sanskrit equivalmt of a 
non-Sanskrit name If this is so there ciin be no doubt 
that the king meant by this term is Julian Gliir. The 
appearance of Hindu ideas like worshipping Sri’ Rama 
and performing Yagas neeil not be a gre.it difficulty,' 
even if the poem praises a Muslim ruler. . To ‘Indian 
poets, even a petty king riding over a few square miles 
of territory is “ the king of kings, ruling over'the earth 
surrounded by tlie four oceans, to whom even tiie king of. 
heaven pays tribute.” As such even a non-Hindu king 
IS an ideal king when a poem is written about him, nnd 
a non-Hindu king becomes a worshipper of Si i Rama 
and a ffiithEul performer of Yagas. 

After cdrefiillj- considering all available factors I liave 
come to the conclusion that the shorter poem is. written 
in pnnse of the Moghul .Kmperor, Jahan -Ghir, and in 
t le longer poem also, there is the same name, although 
it praises Siva. There is a hint that Jngadvijaja ( Jahan 
Ghir) was equal to Siva 

Three of the manuscripts bear the name of Jfnharaja 
nup Singhji as the owner. The JaQadvijayacchandas 
^lort, with the commentary does mot bear any name. 

he dagad'^ijayaerhandas, short, text alone belonged 
to Slaharaja Anup Singhji, ns the entry on the cover 
8 lows; but inside, it is stilted that the book belonged to

lisbed in the Giebrrad Oriental Series. Many mnnus* 
erlpts which originally belongc*! to fCavindrncharyn nre 
now found in the Amfp Sanskrit Library Colieedon. 
Copies of Todar M«H*a Dh*rma Snstra work «i}le<l 
ToHnmnanda nair in the Anup b'anskrit Library orjgi. 
.nully belonged to Kuvindrachnryn. All lho«e miHjns* 
cripts whlclj ^hinged to Kavindmcharyn hear the name 
of the owner, and the name of the owner U written in n 
very conspicuous way. It h written in large, bold 
letters in the middle of the two outer I'oges, along the 
whole length of the page. Three of these four manus* 
cripts,' now utilised in tills e«Htton, bear the name of 
Annp writien exactly in the way in 

which the name of Kavindwclmryn appears on his own 
rcanuscripts. 

Thus it is cerfciin that the manuseripiB did not origi- 
nally belong to Knvindrachnryiv and that they were not 
Inter transferred to Moharaja Anup Sirighji. Such 
manuscripts could be e-isily idcntifietl, ns in the case of 
the maiiuscripts of Torlnmnnnda. These manusiripts 
originally bolongerl to Mabamja Anup Singhji. There 
are many TnumiBcripts in the Library which belonged to 
Mnhamja Anup Singhji himself. They bear the entiy 
that thel>ook belonged to Slnlisraja Anup binghjt, written 
in email letters, mostly in Rajsstbnni. There are many 
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manmcripts whicli hear the entry that they were written' 
In the kingilom o£ Maharaja Anup Singhji. Bat these 
iniinuscripts b*=^Br tlie name oE Mnlmraja Anup Singhji 
written in the style of Kavindnieharya, and one manus- 
cript has the entry Inside that it is KavindracJiarya’s 
hook. Usually a statement like 

cm mean only th.it the manuscript belonged to 
Kavindracharyn and not that it is a work o£ Ka\iudra- 
charya. Thus we have one set o£ evidence to show tliat 
the manuscript belonged to Mahainja Anup ^ilJghji and 
another evidence that they belonged to Kavindmcharya. 
One thing is certain and th.it is that all the manuscripts 
b'loiiged tn the same person. They form a set. There 
is doubt only about one of them, where there is no name 
of the owner. This is the mannsci ipt of the ynyurfi'i/oyn- 
ec unddtf short, with commentary. Hero the style of 
writing is nUo slightly different Yet, It belonged to 
the same set. Perhaps what we have is n later tnineeript 
Since the owner of the manuscripts is definitely 
Mahanija Anup Singhji, the only relation which Kaviil- 
dnicliarya can have with the manuscripts is ns the author. 

Fioin the resemhlnnce of the ftyle to the style in the 

S.mski It letter of D.tra Shiikoh, there is every possibility 
of K.ivindnichurya Ijeing the author of the-e works. Jt 
is only in the prefatory verse in the comment-iry on the 
longer Jagudcijayncchandas that there is a name. But 
that portion is completely gone. The letters are inclu- 
ded in the portion damaged hy white ants. But I exa- 
niiiieil the muniiscript very cirefully and I ha\e given 
nil the details in the Xotes. From the Notes, tt would 
be found that in the first line of this prefatory verse, all 
the letters except the last are in tact. The tjr mark of 
the letter is retained, and there is no doubt that this last 
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letter is ft. After this, the first letter in the second 
line is completelj missing. The ^ murk following the 
second letter can easily* be identiBed. The next letter 
must have a rt, ^ or g which can be known from tlie 
small loop still rem:iiiiing in the middle. What is seen 
after this is the bottnoa of ^ ind a part of 'I'his 

comes after space for two more letters. From the metre 
also, we know that before there must have been 
five letters; even here, the second seems to have f at its 
end and the next seems to have «i as a part. From all 
thcseevidences, I reconstructed the line as 
1 confess that the only evidence for assigning the work 
to the great Kavindracharya Is what I have explained 
above. It is a large number of'small indications joined 
together into a fairly reliable evidence. 1 am giving a 
block of the first page where the email bit of the broken 
name is Ttslble. 

The work must have been written when Kavindm* 
charya was quite young. It shows more intelleetnal 
dexterity than poetic talent. It U not first ckss p«>ctpy. 
It is doubtful if it can be called poetry nt nil. Poetry 
must hare some element of “meaning” also which gives 
joy. Here there are only words, and meaning is nothing. 
It is only a string of epithet-*, just like the Sanskrit 
letter of Dam Shukoh. Words are selected only for the 
eakeof Hlliteration, not because those tvorria mean nnj"* 
thing that have some propriety in the context Accord- 
ing to the classification of Jngannatha RLattn, it must 
come under wTsyiT, or even If t)iis is to 

be called poetry, poetry must Imre a definition like 
VWlftTS ntTt and not what Jagann-atha Bhattx girer, 
n.amely ^unjlu i ualdV i ^^ : I Here there is no TW 

at all, to say nothing of in that «nf. 
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But it is not merely imagination that gives joy to' 
the reader. Intellectual dexterity and super-erudition 
too produce some kind oE joy, though that joy may not 
come under msthetic enjoyment. 

'■From the Title, it looks as though the -work "waB 
written in praise oF emperor Jahan Ghir, so far as the 
shorter poem goes, and in the longer poem also, the author 
had Jahiin Ghir in mind when he praised Siva. Wlmt 
I surmise is that when Knvindracharyn met Maharaja 
Anup Singl'ji, he presented him with a set of these 
texts, written in the style oE his own manuscripts. 

Apart from the fact that three manuscripts defini- 
tely belonged to Maharaja Anup Singhji and that 
Kavindracharya had some relation with one oE them in 
80 far as there is the entry 

at the end of the manuscript, everything else remains In 
the realm of surmises. When no actual evidences are 
available, one has to pass on to the field of surmises. 1 
had to accept the principle enunciated in the passage i 

In such cases, what one has to examine is the method 
by which conclusions have been arrived at Are the 
premises correct ? Does the conclusion follow, if the 
premises are accepted ? It is for the readers to pronounce 
a judgment on this point. AU that I can do is to exa- 
mine the point and to place all available facts before the 
readers.' I have done ibis part of my work. 

If Kavindrachiirya is the author and if it is Emperor 
Jahan Ghir that is meant by the term “ Jagadvijaya ”, 
then the work has great historical importance. I edited 
Vitthala Krishna’s Anu/fa^smAa-ffunavatara as the 
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deditatorV Volume in this Reties. There I could not give 
any detail- about the work or the author. I bare not 
presented in that etlition what is termed the “critical 
apparatus.” There, the idea wa> only to tstart the series. 
It was not meant ns a critical edition. Further, nothing 
was known of the anthor at that time. Some infomia- 
.ibont him could be collected only after n thorough exa- 
mination of the Anup Sanskrit Ltbrar) itself. But I 
could not wait till that lime to publish that volume. 
Tlie only other information about tlie author is what 
I could collect from a drama writti^n by him. It is a 
prahai>ana^ a farce. There 1 find the following «tate- 
ment about the author : 

etc. This farce was written under the 
instracclon of Mahamja Sujan Singhji the son of Mabs* 
rajii AnupSinghji. Annpn^simha^i/una^a^ra wnswritten 
when Anup Siaghji was the beir-appareni. He reigned 
for thirty years. Thus this farce must have been writ* 
ten by him many years after be wrote Anupa-ri'mfia-yuna- 
Kaltra, Eren now it is only a surmise that thenutborof 
this farce is hIso the author of ./Inu^fz-.tjmAo-yunac'itara, 

What is now important is th.at for the dedicatory 
volume in the series, o work about llaliamja Anup 
Singliji was selected. The first mnnbcr in the series 
Aknbiirasahisrinijnrada^inna was written by Fndinasun* 
dam, a J-un author under the patronage of Emperor 
Akbar. In this second nomlicr in tlie scries, 1 am 
presenting a work by Kaviudracharya about Emperor 
Johan Ghir. 

There are two points that impress me iu tlii'i consec* 
tion. One, is that at that tune Jitcr^turc enjoyed great 
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patronage at the hands of the Rulers, Poets, philoso 
phers and authors enjoyed a very honoured position in 
the State. The other point is that what is called Hindu 
culture was at that time only Indian culture, not the 
culture of a particular coipmunity in India. India and 
Hindu mean the same thing philological ly. And in 
those days the terms meant also the same thing. It is 
only now that India is u.sed as meaning a geographical 
unit and Hindu as meaning a community in that geo* 
paphical unit. The Emperor in Delhi and the rulers 
in the provinces were great patrons of learning and 
encouraged Hindu scholars ( who were only Indian 
scholars), irrespective of the religious affiliation of the 
rulers. ^ The rulers were only the rulers of the country 
and their personal religion formed an element only in 
their private life, and never influenced or diverted their 
just and impartial administration. 

Religion is an illumiiiaion within and not a label 
outside. Culture is also an aspect of the inner develop, 
ment of man and not a set of formulas and codes. To 
a man in whom religion shines within, there is no 
con ict with other religions. To a cultured man also, 
t lere is no conflict of culture. Conflict of religion arises 
when religion is degenerated into a label, and talk about 
cu tura conflict is the result of corrupting culture into 
a CO e, y Interest in undertaking these publica* 
tions m the Bikaner series lies in the fact that it gives 
Tt '"i present a certain ph ase in the life 

of India, prior to the time when modern civilization is 
supposed to have dawned in the country. Did civiliza- 
tion disappear from Indt:^ or has civilization dawned on 
o la ? When the history oE India was p.atched up from 
mu ti ted fragments of political records, there was a 



certnin picture presented to the world. Litemtare and 
not political reconi truly reflects the genius of India. 
These publications help in understanding the Indian life 
in the medieval period in the true perspective. 

ThTC is a ware of nationalism moving over India ; 
but the movement does not receive its strength from nny 
inherent vioility of the nathin. As things nre, the 
movement is more politicih '^■tli a strong element of 
economic interests. The objective is more to tninspbnt 
certain foreign elements in ilie Indian soil, without test- 
ing whether the soil of the country can grow such 
vegetation, whetiier tiiere lino been enough mnnuring of 
the soil, whether the plant can take mot on the coil. 
There is always much tdkniiout the possibility of adopt- 
ing conditions obtaining in other countries with no 
consideration of the problem whether such conditions 
can he adapted to the situations in the country, lleli- 
giotis, social and political conditions arc always in a slate 
of movement and progress in any country with a life in 
the nation. It i.s only when there is a life in a nation 
that the UkIv politic can nd.ipt isself to the changing condi- 
tions. Sometimes eucli ch.ingcs are very prominent j 
sometimes it is not quite noticoihlc. At the time when 
theMu'slim llulers s-at on the throne of DelJil, there were 
great changes in the national conditions of India, on 
account of the imp.net of a new culture and new ways of 
life on Indian life. Indian life wiilistoo<l the strong 
imjnet willumt c<dl.ip«ing before it. The rcn*on is that 
at tint time the ^Kiwcr tj withstand the new forces that 
were sweeping over the land came from within The 
rc'iiU was a new mingling of the iwocnltnres, llie Indian 
culture and the culture brought by the Rulers. The 
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both fnsetl into a harmonious form. The old culture 
did not lose its indivldualitj ; nor did it refuse to bike 
in and assimilate'the new tonic. Thus Indian culture, 
as was thp cise in all its stages of millenium long evolu- 
tion, started a new life of youth and vigour. It is that a 
new V’ediC'Muslim culture developed during the Moghal 
period that is reflected in the book that is now presented 
to the public. The development of this new' culture, 
started in the time of Akbar, continued during the time 
of Jahan Ghir and culminated at the time of, Shah Jahan 
was one of the greatest achievements of humanity. A 
great scholar and Samnyasin, following the orthodox 
Vedic religion, writing such a book on an Kinperor who 
followed inotlier religion, de'cribing the Emperor ns 
endowed with nil the great qu:ilities of a righteous king 
even from the most orthodox standards : what better 
testimony is wanted for the possibilities of human geni- 
us in the matter of cultural harmony ? The three 
Moghal Emperors, namely, Akbar, Jahan Ghir and 
Shah Jahan who sat on the Delhi Throne for a whole 
century, were the mikers of a new Indian culture- 
During their reign, the difference between what is called 
orthodox Vedic religion and the Muslim religion was 
not any wider than the difference between the various 
sects among the followers of the Vedic religion. There 
was never allowed to grow on the Indian soil a Hindu 
religion different from what it always wa% namely, the 
religion obtaining in the « Hind” thatis India. Hindu 
religion was only Indian dvilization with its various , 
phases, and Islam developed on the soil as one «nch 
phase of “ Hindu religion ” or the Civilization of Hind 
or India. 



I entered on this snl^eet rather elaborately only to 
support my original eunnise that the Emperor Jsihan 
Ghir- could be the subject of the poem, although the 
author, according to zay samise, w the great Eavindra- 
cbarjaand the Emperor iras a Muslim. 'Itisrotmj 
intention to deliver nnj sermon on Hindu-Muslim prob- 
blem or to express any opinion o'o political and nation- 
alistic problems. What I want to emphasise b that the 
mention of virtues like worshipping Sri Rama-and keep- 
ing tiie e.’icred encrificial Hre mentioned in connection 
with the "World-Conqueror” need not stand in;the way. 
of that " World-Conqueror " being Julian Ghir, the 
Mogbal Emperor. , The followers of Vedic religion co- 
operated with the religious practices and religious cere- 
tnonies of the Muslime, and similarly, the-iiosHms also 
co-operated with the practices of Yedic, Keligion. This 
aiotiwl co-operation, started in those days, coatinne 
event at present. 

Ab has already been started, the m.’'in text published 
here is n song in pmlee of Sivaj but the delibente and 
conscious idlusion to gome great king in the Title of 
Jagad-Vijaya is unmistakable. Otherwise, there is no 
nimning in giving the Title of Jagad-Vijaya to the 
song. The wnnller text publinlied as Appendix 1 find 
Appendix III is directly Rddrcsse<l to that same Emperor 
Jflgiid Vijayn (Jahnn Ghir). The two songs contnin 
many passages that ore common and identical; many 
pn»6tiges arc similar Ui each other. 1 have given a list of 
nil each pass-ages at the end of the buok. 1 be commen- 
-tnry is algo common both m plan and in wording. The 
identity of the authors of the two songs nnd of the com- 
mentaries i« unquestionable. Karindracbarya being tiat 
aoihor is still ooly in the realm o£ probabilities. 
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All the four manuscripts give the name of the work 
as Jag&dvijayacelvindas, But in the commentary on 
the longer song, the work is mentioned as a Dandaka. 
The former name suggests that it observes the rules of 
metre. The latter suggests that it is a run-on song 
without the sections having to be divided into regular 
metrical verses, I have chosen the former name since 
that is the title given on the cover sheet of all the manus- 
cripts. That must have been the name by which it w’as 
known at the time. It makes little difference whether 
it is called by the one or the other name. 

The correct text of the song has yet to be fixed. 
The text as found in the manuscript along with the 
commentary, is slightly different from the text as found 
in the other manuscript where there is no commentary. 
This is the case both with the main text given and the 
shorter song given in the Appendix. Naturally one 
expects a verse to consist of four rhyming units. Thus, 
to lake the first few lines, 

must be taken as the first verse. In this way, one fur- 
ther expects each section with a particular rhyme to have 
a definite number of such verees'bf four rhyming units. 
Actually this is not found to be the case. The text 
contains only a number of vocatives strung together. 
One further expects that at the end of a section with a 
piirticular rhyme there would be the end of a vocitive 
also. This too is not found to be the case. Thus in 
the shorter song, the rhyme in ends in the middle • of 
-a vocative (section on P.81). I am not myself 
sure whether we should try to reconstruct the text on a 
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plan of dividing’ the lines# ia gronps of foar and try 
farther to divide each section with a particular rhjme 
into a definite number of such four-line verses. I have 
given the song as I have found it in the mannscript, and 
I have presented all the facts I have been able to get 
from the tnanuBcripte. 

Each rhyming umt contains eight A/airas divided 
into foar dt-jl/afra syllabic nnits. Thus a bx^Alaira unit 
may be a single long syllable or two short syllables. But 
this scheme is not kept up with any kind of rigidity. 
This is the general cadence; that is all. Sometimes it 
is found that four Mairas are contained as distributed 
among three syllables like “ short-long-sbort. ” Thus 
the ciuth section on P. 2 is like that. There are many 
cases of this kind. Tet on the whole we may say that 
a bi’Aiaira unit is made up of a long syllable or two 
short syllables. Another feature is that the two-short* 
syllable scheme is fouud only in the be^uniug and net 
at the end of a rhyme unit The final is always along. 
Since the words are vocatives, the final syllable can 
become a long syllable only if It is followed by a con* 
junct consonant. Hence it is found thatall the rhyming 
units starts with a conjunct consonant. I have said 
that a unit of eight sylLables represent a rhyming unit. 
In this ca-ve also there is no rigidity. Sometimes there 
is a rhyme only at the end of a sixteen-it/afra unit. 
Thus in section 64 on P. 10, there is no rhyme at the 
end of the second of the three units contained in that 
section. If a voaitive ends at the close of a unit of 
eight syllables, there is uniformly a rhyme there. In 
some cases the vocative ends in the middle of such eft 
eight-syllable unit In the commentary, the eong 
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given ns a As snch, there is no need to think of 

dividing the song into verses. It is n continuous song. 

This is only a song. In songs, sound is t!ie most 
important element. Meaning has only n subordinate 
role. The piece noiv presented mu*t be jmiged ns « song 
find not as poetry. Does it serve tlie purposes of song? 
That is the question which has to be put in passing an 
opinion on the piece. There I's no room for any diffe- 
rence of opinion on this point. The rhythm and melody 
are siich hs would attract any one’s attention. It is not 
the highest kind of poetry alone that gives pleasure. 
Pleiisiire is derived from varinus sources, ami the kind of 
literary piece represented by the one at hand is one such 
variety of the sources of pleasure. Clever handling of 
sounds, dexterous manipulation of words with their 
various meanings, exhibition of a vast command of 
vocabulary, gniinmar and Shastms: these aspects of 
inman genius a1«o give eome pleasure to man along 
with sublime imaginaUon. TliKre are different schools 
of literary criticism. They judge poetic beauty with 
1 erent standards Imagination as the testing rod is 
only one among them. Style, 6gures of speech, flawless 
taste in woikmnnship: these too have been accepted as 
ot er tests for good poetry. If the present piece does 
not satisfy the test of poetry from the point of view of 
imagination, that does not in itself deny to it the claim 
of being a piece of literary art. 

Man h.as a mind, an emotional aspect and an intellect, 
esi es imagination. Imagination is found only in a 
few persons. Thus poetry that satisfies the test of 

gination can give aesthetic pleasure only to the few 

o are en owed with imagination. Literary pieces of 
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the kiml now presented have a wider appeal, thoagh the 
appesil tnfiy not be deep There arc more pereons that 
can enjoy n piece like this than u poem that appeals oi’ly 
to those select few with imngin»tion. 

The f?ong an applied tesTc oq grammar and lexi- 
con*. Tlie various Sanskrit roots with different mean- 
ings are hiken up and nominal forms are derived from 
them through various grammatical processes. Similarly 
words given in various lexicone in their various mean- 
ings are found here used In those varieties of tneaninga. 

In the commentary, the commentator quotes Panifii's 
Sulraa. I have given the Sutra references where a 
Sutra is actually quoted or when there is a clear aDusion 
too. Sutra. In giving the rar«4fl^ J have followed 
the Mahabhathya edited hy Kielhom. Tlie references 
to the Hhhtupatha follow Boebtlingk’s edition of Panint. 

There are mnny citations from the ^'iavaprahtsa. 
In many pl/ices there is slight difference in reading 
between wlmt is found in thecomracutiry here and what 
is found in the edition available. I ba^'e gjlven all auch 
differences in the Notes. A few citations are not traceable 
The references are to the pige and verse numbers in the 
edition in the Benares Pan'krit Series, No-. 100 (Pages 
1 to 100) and 1G8 (Pages 101 to 193). 

Tlie citations from Medini are indicated by the page 
and the verse according to the edition in the Kashi 
Sanskrit Series No. 41.' Here also the differences in 
reading are to be found in the Notes. 

In giving references to the ArrutraJeosa, I have need 
the edition of the text in the Nlrnayasagara Series 
(1932) where the lines arc nombered' from J. to 2989. 
The "references are to these lines in the body.of the 
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edition. In the Notes I have given the figures according 
to KandUf Varga and verse. In the edition with Bhanu 
Dihshita, the Vyoma and the Dik Vargas in the first 
Kanda are given as two. Bat in the edition with the 
commentary o£ Kshiraswamin ( by K. G. Oka, Poona, 
1913) these two Vargas are given as a single one. So 
there, is a difference in numbering for the first Kanda 
In the Notes, I have drawn attention to this difference. 

For Halayudha’s Abhidkanachintamani^ I have used 
Aufrecht’s edition and for Sasnata I have used Weber’s 
edition. For Trikandaseskay the Nirnayasagara edition 
has been used. There is an edition of Anekarlhadhva" 
nimanjari with Ekakshrakosn printed in the Kashi 
Sanskrit Series. The numbers given in this edition 
refer to that book for both the works. 

There is n reference to Dharani Kosa and to Rtidra 
Kosa. These lexicons are not now available. There is 
a reference to Vyadi also, which I could not trace. 

In the manuscript, pass-tges from one work are given 
as from another work. I have drawn attention to all 
such cases in the Notes. Mistakes observed after the 
printing of the work are also corrected in the Notes. 

The work now presented shows what the Sanskrit 
language is capable of, how much scope Sanskrit laiig* 
nage affords to men’s genius and how the intellect of 
the Indians have responded readily to such opportu* 
nities. There is no height to which the intellect of the 
Indians could not rise, where Indian intellect would feel 
giddy. This work ezhibite a certain aspect of India’s 
intellectual eminence. 

The work has little historical value in so far a* no 
names or event* are mentioned. But history is some’ 
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thing more than dates and events. As sho^ring a certain 
side in the life of India, this trork has great historical 
Talne. 

In an Introduction the readers expect a full state- 
ment by the editor about the author of the work. Here 
1 have said practically notblngaboutKaTindracharya. I 
have nothing to add to T^hat has been said obout him 
ifj the Introduction to Kavindrachandrdd^zya when the 
late Hara Datta Sarma edited that Tvork from Poona in 
i939, acd to irhat is contaia(*d in the Article on KaWn* 
drachaiya by Prof. P. K. Gode in the Annals of Sri 
Venkateswara Oriental Institute Tirupati, vol. I, Part 
It (December 1940). Some information about him Is 
also available in the Foreword by Ganganntb Jba to the 
edition of ^atmdrachar^<r £}V intbeGaekwad Oriental 
Series as No. XVUinl921. Prof. P. K. Gode, who 
is an authority on authors, works and dates, has kindly 
added a farther note on the gmt Samnyasin, and it is 
added here after my Introduction. 1 am very much 
indebted to him for this very valuable contribution.

Some Evidence about the Location of the Hanus* 
cHpt Library of irnvindracbar 7 a Sarasvati at 
Senates in A. D. 1G65. ,

In 1941 I published my paper' on “ Bernier and 
Kavindracharya Sarasvati at the Mughal Court” in 
which I tried to prove that the Chief of Bcnhrea 
Pandits with whom Bernier came into intimate 
contact for about three years after the execution of 
Oara Sbukob in A.D. 1650 was identical with the 
eolchrated Kavindrachatja Sarasvati, who was rcs' 
ponsible for persuading Shah Jahan to abolish the 
pilgdm tax at Benares and Prayng and who, as a 
ooneegucnce of this aobievoment, received laudatory 
addresses in SansUrlt’^ and Hindt^ from tbo Sanskrit 
and Hindi Poets and Pandits of his time ' Though 
the weight of evidence gathered by me for proving 
the above identity was too heavy 'to be brushed asidejl' 

I could not then produce direct and independent 
evidence xn support of this identity. Poriunatcly for 
this identity Ur. Tara Chand of the Allahabad 
University has now brought forth independent con- 
firmatory evidence and I have great pleasure in « 
recording it here for the information of Sanskritists

Dr. Tara Chand in his recent article- on Bnfi-ul- 
Khilaf of Sitaram Kayaeth.a Saksena of Lucknow 
states that this work is written by its author on the 
lines of Dara Shukoh'a Majma-vl-bahiin^ explaining 
that the diSorences between the religious beliefs of 
Hindus and Muslims are superficial and based on 
lack of understanding, for in ro.ality all paths seek 
Gqd. Sitaram further states that Data’s Maj ma-vl' 
hahrin was so short that many difiiculties remained 
unexplained and heoco he undertook to compose in 
Persian a commentary on Sri Kavindracliarja’s Jnana 
S<^ia which is a Bliasba Torsion of the Yogavutistha, 
in Sanskrit. A MS, of Sitararaa’s work belongs to the 
Dr. Jha Institute, Allahabad. Sitaram quotes 
Persian and Arabic texts to show that the teachings

and observes as follows : — ' •; 

Additional information which confirms Pt. p. 
K. Gode's suggestion concerning 'the 
indentity of the Benares Pandit mentioned 
in Bernier's Travels with Ksvindracharya 
comes from the Paddtak Namah of Moham- 
mad Waris, which is the completion of the 
Padehak ^^amah of Abdul Hamid Labori. 
The Manuscript .of 'WarU in the Allahabad 
University Library contains the following 
passage (p 200 b) under the account of the 
24ib year of the reign of Bbah Jahan when 
be was weighed at Lahore on attaining the 
filst year of bis age (according to the 
Lunar reckoning); — 

Kavindra Sanyasi who is a Darbari has a 
correct taste and complete mastery in

The above passage is very important at it confirms 
Sernier s account of Kavindracbaiya about his 
status at Shaha Jahan’e Court and the pension of 
Hg. 2,000 given to him by the Emperor and later 
stopped by Aurangzeb. Secondly the expression 
Kavindra Sanyasi'* is a paraphrase of the name 
Savindraekarya Sarasvati mentioned in all the 
Sanskrit sources about this important and influential 
personality at Shah Jahan’s Court. It will thus be 
seen that Dr. Tara Chand’e diecovery of the above 
passage harmonizes and strengthens all that we know 
about this Sanyasi horn* Sanskrit, Hindi, French

We arc now in a position to 
study more closely and with confidence all the details 
about Kavindra'a life and character disclosed by all 
these sources jointly and severally, Ju the present 
paper I propose to examine the evidence for locating 
Eavindra’s Manuscript Library at Benares on the 
strength of contemporary sources.^ 

In view of the close contact of Bernier with the 
Chief of the Benares Pandits now identified with 
Kavindracharya, Bernier’s account of Benares Pandits 
and Sanscrit learning as recorded in his letter of 
A.I). 1667 assumes much historical significance. I 
may note here what Bernier says about the Benares 
Brahmins and their learned pursuits. — 

P.334 (Travels).— . 

“ The town of Benares, seated on tbo Ganges, in 
a beautiful situation and in the midst of an extremely

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fine and rioh country, may be considered the general 
Bchool of the Gentiles. It is the Athens of Indian 
whither resort the Brahmens and other devotees; 
who ere the only persons who apply their minds to 
study. The town contains no colleges or regular 
classes'as in our nniversities, but resembles rather 
the schools of the ancients; the masters being dis* 
pe’rscd over dtSerent parts of the town in private 
houses, and principally in the gardens of the suburbs, 
which the rich merchants permit them to occupy. 
Some of these masters have four disciples, others siz 
or seven, and the most eminent may have twelve or 
fifteen; but this is the largest number. It is usual 
for the pupils to remain ten or twelve years under 
their respective preceptors during which time the 
work of instruction proceeds but slowly for tbe gener- 
ality of them are of an indolent disposition, owing in 
a great measure, to their dtet and tbe heat of the 
country. Feeling no spirit of emulation, and enter- 
taining no hope that honours or emolument may be 
the reward of extraordinary attainments, as with us, 
the scholars pursue the studies slowly and without 
much to distract their attention, while eating their 
Kichery, a mingled mess of vegetables supplied to 
them by the care of rich merchants of the place." 

The foregoing extract gives ns a graphic pictnro 
of the Bh'tratiya Vidya as pnrsued at Benares, p.sint- 
ed by an acute Frcnchm.'in like Bernier and henco 
it possesses much historical value for any account 
of Sanskrit learning' at Benares in the 17th Century.

■philosophy, works on medicine written in verse,* and 
many other kinds of boohs with which a large hall ai 
Benares -is entirely filled. ”

In his article “ Sir John Shore, a Fnmd of the Poor" (pp. 31 — 49 
of the above Journal May 1944) Dr. Sen bas given ns the story of 
Kauharadasa, probiibly s stodent of the above Sanskrit CoUego. 
This stodent bailed from Gwalior. His lands were soon exhausted 
and being fn distress he addressed some letters to Sir John Shore 
(Govemor-Oeneral' who appears to have helped fLis student, who 
‘was then 26 years old. 

1. Fide p 338 of Bemier'a Travels — " On physic they have 
a great number of small books,. which are rather collections of 
rocipcs than regular treatises The most cnci»nt and the most 
esteemed is wntien in verse". This is possibly a reference to

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1 ata of opinion that “a latgo hall at' Benares" 
filled with many kinds of books on philosophy, 
medioine, etc., referred to by Bernier is probably 
identical with Kavindracharya's Manuscripts Library, 
the eubject of the present paper. Bernier tells us 
further, while speaking of the Puranas and Vedas 
that these books “ of great bulk ” were shown to him 
at Benares. Speaking of the Vedas he says — “ They 
are so scarce that my Agah (Danishmand Khan) not- 
withstanding all his diligence, has not succeeded in 
purchasing a copy. The Gentiles indeed conceal them 
with much care, le.st they should fall into the bands 
of the Mahometans, and he burnt, as frequently has 
happened". In his remarks on the Hindu worship 
of idols Bernier informs us on the following points : — 

(1) His risit to Benares while going down the 

river Ganges. 

(2) His visit to Kavindracharya, the chief of 

Pendeis. 

(3) Description, of Karindra as a Fakirs or 

Devotee — pension of Es. 2000 (about 1000 
crowns) to Kavindra by Shah Jaban — 
Kavindra a stout, well-made man with a 
white silk scarf round the waist and a large 
scarf of red silk on his shoulders as a cloak— 
Kavindra often seen in the company of the 
Omralis and before Shah Jahan— Aurang* 
zeb stops tho pension of Rs. 2000 on coming 
to tho throne — Knvindnv pays constant 
visits to Danishmand Khan for one year 
to get this pension renewed throogh this 
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' ' 'Khan— BernierV** close intrmncj’ with 6hpfi- 
distinguished personage” and “long and 
frequent conversations ” with him. 

(3) Bernier States; “when I \isiled him (Ka- 
vindra) at Benares he was most hind and 
attentive giving me a collation in tlie 
TJnHersiiy library, to frhioh ho invited 
, the BIX most learned Pendets in the town ” 

for a debate on the worship of idols. 

The large hall at Benares filled with Sanskrit 
manuscripts (p. 384 of Trateh^ is, I believe, identical 
wifcli the Uiiireisity Ubraty where Bernier met his 
friend Kavindra and six most fearncti FandtU of 
Benares. If this suggestion is accepted wo may be 
justified in supposing that Kavlndra must have depo* 
sited all Ills oianuecripts in this hall or Vnicersity 
library. 

Now as regards the location ot this library the 
editor of travels records the (oliowiug footmote on 
pp.— 341-343 

“Tavernier when travelling from Agra to Bengal 
in 16G5, on whicli journey he was accum- 
panied by Bern'er, was at Benares on the 
41th, 12th and 13th December of that year. 
He tells us (Tavernier’s Travels, Vol. if, 
pp. 234, 235) that adjoining a great temple 
on the side which faces the setting sun at 
midstirnrner, there is a house tohfch s^^res 
as a colleoe, which the Itaja Jni Singh, the 
most powerful of the idcilatroHS princes, 
who was then in the empire of the great
